DANGER “IN JEHOL 2 
‘Although there is undoubtedly a 
danger of a clash, bethveen Japanese 
and Chincao troops in’, the 
north, Indleatlons from’ Peking 
point.to the possibility of a scttle- 
ment by: friendly ‘conversations of 
this Intest threat tothe pence of 
China. Tho position Is somewhat 
intricate, if we are prepare! 
listen ‘to the Japancse argument 
and to forgot that the troops of 
that nation have no right ‘in Jehol 
or Charhar or anywhero elno {n the 
territory still called China, This 
confusion ariges ‘because of - the 
Japanese contention that Chinese 
troopa of the Charhar command 
and under orders from General 
Sung Cheh-yuan, continually push 
into arens where the Japanese 
claim jurisdiction or where, it is 
argued, the terms of o truce main- 
tain that no armed force shall 
penctrate.

M. Litvinoff’s statement is roe- 
garded as implying . that Colonel 
Beck, who, in the past has been 
opposed to the Pact, has now chang- 
ed his attitude. ,

A CHANGE FOR 

THE BETTER 

The movement which is gain- 
ing in favour for the abrogation 
of the military » clauses of the 
Versailles Peace Treaty, in the 
hope that such,a step will con- 
duce further to European tran- 
quillity, is significant of the 
times. There can be little doubt 
that one of the main causes of 
the unrest in Europe has been 
the Tajustice and-stupidity-of the: 
post-war _ treatics. Hitherto, 
the mutual suspicions. and resent- 
ments bred by the Great War 
have stood in the way of the 
revision of these treatics. In 
these two facts we are brought 
face to face with one’ af, the 
most peculiar and dangerous 
factors in modern life—the 
change that has come over the 
way in which nations wage War 
and the price that has 
to, be paid for it. The World 
War differed from its predeces- 
sors not’ only in the fact that 
more countries and more soldiers 
were involved, but also in the 
fnct that it was waged in a 
different spirit. The old restric- 
tions-on the desire to hurt one’s 
enemy fell- away. It speedily 
developed into a fight in 
which the man ‘in arms 
was no longer the sole 
target. Defenceless cities were 
bombed, over and over again.
